Short Year 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Licking 
Valley School District might have to 
shorten the next school year because of 
a possible deficit of $88,000. 
State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson 
said Tuesday a financial cash analysis 
performed by examiners from his 
office at the request of the school 
district turned up the possibility of the 
deficit by Dec. 31. The figure is based 
on 
projected 
receipts 
and 
ex­ 
penditures. 
“We can definitely attest that your 
school district will have insufficient 
funds to remain open for the entire 
calendar year, January 1,1977 through 
December 31, 1977,” Ferguson said in 
a letter to Robert A. Spicer, the 
district’s superintendent. 
State examiners said the projected 
deficit did not include unemployment 
compensation that would have to be 
paid teachers and nonteaching per­ 
sonnel should the schools have to be 
shut down. They said this could 
amount to an additional $28,000 if the- 
schools don’t open till Sept. 16, or 
$53,200 if they open Aug. 24 and have to 
close Nov. 28, because of the projected 
deficit. 
Examiners suggested that the school 
district consider delaying the start of 
the next school year rather than have a 
November closing because of the 
difference in unemployment com- 
nensation that would be required.

“Do you think we should sit here and 
give one-half ounce of credibility to the 
garbage you have given to the com­ 
m ittee?” the Missouri lawmaker 
asked. 


Edge, assistant Air Force chief of 
staff for communications and com­ 
puter resources, clearly was stunned 
by Eagleton’s charges, but refused to 
comment. He won a vote of confidence, 
however, from Gen. David Jones, Air 
Force chief of staff.

LONDON (AP) — The part of 
President Carter’s speech to the NATO 
summit that really excited the 
Europeans was his pledge to buy more 
military hardware from them. 
Carter told representatives of the 15 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
members Tuesday the United States 
“must be willing to promote a 
genuinely trans-A tlantic trade in 
defense equipment.” He said he had 
instructed Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown to 
buy 
more European 
equipment “where this would mean 
efficient use of allied resources.” 
“I will work with the Congress of the 
United States to this end,” the 
president declared. 
European delegates expressed hoj>e 
this would mean the reversal of their 
long-standing deficit in the two-way 
arms trade. European members of the 
alliance claim they buy about IO times 
as much military hardware from the 
United States as Washington pur­ 
chases from them. 
The West Germans have been upset 
over the recent refusal of the U.S. 
Army to allow them to share in the 
production of a new main battle tank 
for NATO. 
Carter called on the Europeans to 
“increase conjuration among them­ 
selves in defense production” and said 
the allies “must make a major effort to 
eliminate waste and duplication 
between national programs.”

Lottery Chief Eyes 'Numbers' 


CLEVELAND (AP) - Ohio Lottery 
Director Gerald Patronite says the 
lottery’s success story may have some 
unhappy chapters unless a “numbers 
game” is adopted. 
Lottery commissioners approved 
action on a third instant game and new 
50-cent and $1 dollar games Tuesday 
but said nothing about following the 
lead of other states that have adopted 
daily numbers games. In a numbers 
game the players pick three numbers. 
Anyone matching the numbers drawn 
daily by the operators wins. 
In an interview following the com­ 
missioners’ meeting, Patronite said he 
hopes the commissioners will adopt a 


numbers game, and soon. 
“If it doesn’t come shortly,” he said, 
“Ohio is going to sink to last among 
state lotteries, which is where we were 
when I took over.” 
He said the Ohio lottery took in $108 
million the first year, $138 last year, 
when he became director, “and we 
should top $168 million this year.” 
But without a numbers game, which 
he said would stabilize income, “in­ 
stead of steady revenue we will have 
dwindling revenue.” 
Latest figures compiled by the 
lottery staff show that daily numbers 
games have given a big boost to state 
lotteries in Maryland, New Jersey. 
Average American's 
Pay Up 9.1 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If you fit the 
government’s description of an 
average American, your income in­ 
creased by 9.1 j>er cent last year, and 
you gained a step on inflation. 
The 
Commerce 
Department 
reported Tuesday that per capita in­ 
come jumped from $5,903 in 1975 to 
$6,441 in 1976. The government 
measured inflation for the same 12 
months at 4.8 per cent. 
Residents of Hawaii, Montana, 
Nebraska, North Dakota and South 
Dakota lost ground to inflation during 
the year, the government said. But 
elsewhere the news for consumers was 
good. 
The highest per capita income in the 
nation was the $10,178 in Alaska. The 
lowest was $4,575 in Mississippi. 
The government defines personal 
income as wages and salaries, in­ 
terest, dividends and Social Security 
benefits. 
Meanwhile, a second set of figures 
showed Americans are spending in­ 
creasing portions of their money on 
transportation. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
American families spent more money 
in 1973 on transportation than they did 
on food. 
Transportation accounted for 21 per 
cent of family spending in 1973, 
compared with 15 per cent in 1969-1961. 
Food, which accounted for 20.1 |>er 
cent of spending in 1973, took 24.4 per 
cent of a family’s money in 1960-1961, 
the government said. 
A spokesman said the figures do not 
reflect fully higher gasoline prices, 
which began a sharp rise in late 1973 
with the Arab oil embargo.

In some cases this has caused 
homeowners to lose their homes due to 
their inability to meet the obligations 
of these mechanic’s liens. 
Amended Substitute House Bill 2 
changes existing Ohio l-aw by stating 
that no mechanic’s lien can exist if a 
homeowner has paid the general 
contractor the full price of the com­ 
pleted construction before the owner 
receives an affidavit of 
such a 
mechanic’s lien. The bill permits an 
owner, part-owner or lessee to demand

‘ fourth” income tax. They already 
pay state, federal, and in most cases a 
city tax, he points out. 


Wilkowski says embattled school 
officials deserve a chance to try the 
option.

NEW YORK (A P) - Perhaps the 
main accomplishment of the economic 
summit meeting was that it defined the 
mutual goals of seven industrial 
nations to fight for jobs, growth, trade 
and price stability. 
But that is only a small percentage 
of the job. Goals are far easier to agree 
upon than the 
implementation, 
especially when it is not fully un­ 
derstood how to implement. Even the 
problems themselves aren’t un­ 
derstood. 
Various domestic difficulties and 
concerns 
also 
prevent 
easy 
cooperation on meshing economic 
policies. Pride, fear, politics, varying 
economic cycles, pressure groups, 
unions contain the possibilities for 
dissention. 
Without any formal organizational 
structure, will any one nation be 
willing to sacrifice for the good of 
Another or for what is perceived as the 
general welfare? 
How can the United States, for 
example, promote world trade by 
being receptive to the exports of more 
troubled economies when it has a 
serious trade unbalance and an in­ 
cendiary inflation situation to contend 
with? 
In the United States we have huge 
steel companies complaining about 
unfair competition, unions seeking job 
protection from imported shoes, 
pressure groups urging people to stop 
drinking coffee. 
In New York, residents around 
Kennedy Airport complain that land­ 
ing rights for the French-Britich 
Concorde aircraft would make their 
homes uninhabitable, and that that 
consideration is more important to 
them than free trade. 
While the U.S economy appears to be 
expanding vigorously, which is in 
keeping with the goals of the summit 
conference, you have a Federal 
Reserve Board concerned with in­ 
flation and, as an antidote, thinking 
about slowing the expansion. 
The task of creating jobs, promoting 
trade and insuring price stability is 
perhaps the most difficult domestic 
task for the leader of any industrial 
nation. The factors are not fully un­ 
derstood. 
let 
alone 
subject 
to 


manipulation. 
The summit leaders nevertheless 
seek some sort of balance between 
these 
poorly 
understood 
and 
sometimes conflicting ingredients, not 
only on a domestic level but on an 
international scale. And among 
nations not accustomed of late to 
making sacrifices for each other. 


That is only part of the task. There 
are many other challenges to the in­ 
dustrial nations, but just two of them 
serve to show the social, political and 
economic dimensions of the over-all 
goals. 
First, there is unemployment, 
especially among youth, and even in 
the strongest European economy. 
West Germany, and in Japan, neither 
which have until recently suffered 
from the malady. How can these 
unemployed be absorbed into the work 
force? And if they are not? 
Second, there is the imbalance 
between the relatively successful 
economies of West Germany, Japan 
and the United States, and such 
economies as those of Britain and 
Italy, wracked by simultaneous 
unemployment and inflation. 
How do they cooperate? Can the 
leaders of the successful economies 
deny themselves domestically to help 
the economies of countries they see as 
made up of low productivity, poorly 
managed workers? 


Can they do this and cooperate also 
with the less developed nations that 
feel they are falling farther behind? 
And yet, the call for the summit 
meeting was based in the belief that all 
the world’s trading nations would be 
hurt if each failed to work to help the 
other. 
It is unlikely that the summit nations 
will be able to weave a beautiful 
economic tapestry out of all these 
conflicts. Simply to identify the many 
strands and try to make some pattern 
out of them might be all that is 
possible. 
That is why it must be construed as 
an accomplishment in itself that the 
United States, West Germany, Japan, 
Canada, France, Italy and Britain 
managed even to define the longterm 
goals to which they aspire.

the gluttony in the use of energy, "even 
if it costs me a second term.” 
Industry is scared to death of this 
man. So is Wall Street. The Soviet 
Union, which proposed to pressure 
Carter to see if he would bend, is 
outraged because the President is 
pressuring the Kremlin to see if it will 
bend. The President’s congressional 
leaders — Senator Robert Byrd and 
Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill — are 
trying to mend his political manners. 
He has made appointments without 
consulting the men who are expected 
to carry out his programs. Appointees 
must swear that they have no strains 
on their lives. Each must undergo a 
complete check by the F.B.I. They 
leave their fingerprints and mug shots 
in the Oval Office. 
We are beginning to get a portrait of 
a man whose infectious grin is wary 
and coldly polite. He is, most of all, a 
competitor and will settle for nothing 
less than the best record of any 
president since George Washington. 
Who, no matter what his politics, can 
root against a goal such as that? We 
know that America has fallen into 
moral decay. We know that the finest 
government in the greatest century is 
in disrepute. We know that, in­ 
dustrially, we have fallen on evil days. 
It is said that, in crisis, the United 
States always produces the right man 
on the right time. This is historically 
inaccurate. America is always in 
crisis. We have had executives who 
promise much; some who acted 
without promises; a few who thought 
no action was the best action. 
Watching Carter’s performance, one 
can believe that he is not of the 
Washington Establishment. He broke 
political fences. He tried to minimize 
the price he would have to pay to 
achieve harmony with the Congress. 
He should have known that we have 
become a nation of legal thieves. 
Nobody wants to pay a just tax. I^abor 
is insatiable. Industry robs the people. 
The farmers beg for sustenance. The 
food brokers steal from both sides. The 
medical profession is bloated with 
riches. 
He too will make mistakes. Lots of 
them. Nominating Theodore Sorensen 
to be head of the C.I.A. is like placing 
Teddy Kennedy in charge of the 
College of Cardinals. Andrew Young 
was a first-class Congressman. He was 
made ambassador to the United 
Nations. 
American ambassadors execute the 
will of the State Department and the 
policy of the President. Mr. Young 
decided that he was plenipotentiary to 
Africa. He embarrasses the President 
every other week. 
Senator Rober Byrd, the new 
Majority Leader of the Senate, has a 
low boiling point. Since January 20th 
he has been trying to get a message 
through to Carter that he should be 
consulted before the President makes 
any moves or appointments. 
Carter’s White House liaison with 
the Congress is in the hands of 
neophytes. They know not what they 
do. They know not what the boss does. 
Recently Byrd stepped on 
the 
President’s foot. The Senate, he said, 
would not be able to vote on Carter’s 
welfare reform because it will con­ 
centrate on the energy plan. 
This means that the Senate cannot 
dispose of two matters in one session. 
In sum, Byrd has decided to sit on his 
hands. In the House, Thomas P. 
O’Neill has exhibited more patience. 
He is running short of it, but he is still 
in Carter’s corner. 
In Washington, the observers see the 
President as a genuine, dedicated, 
confident, overzealous man. After the 
first hundred days, perhaps his 
greatest asset is that he has struck 
fear in the right places. ..

He’s taking medicine and goes to his 
doctor regularly. In spite of this, he 
bought a blood pressure machine. It 
seems that every time I visit him I find 
him taking his blood pressure. He then 
records the number on a long list and is 
shaky as a cat on a hot tin roof af­ 
terwards. Somehow, this doesn’t make 
sense to me. Do you agree?

Seek Skin 
Donations 
For Girl 


NORFOIJC, Va. (AP) - A doctor 
here is making an unusual plea for 
donations of skin, saying it is needed to 
“ buy time” for badly burned 6-year- 
old Kathy Thomrose. 
He is asking relatives of dead per­ 
sons to grant permission for skin to be 
taken from cadavers. 
Dr. Willcox Ruffin Jr. said Monday 
the skin grafts would not be permanent 
but would give the Virginia Beach girl 
time to fight infection and weight loss 
and to gain strength. 
Kathy was burned over more than 45 
per cent of her body March 24 when a 
butane cigarette lighter she was 
playing with ignited. 
The lighter had been left by a guest. 
No one in the Thomrose household 
smokes. 
Dr. Ruffin said Kathy’s body has 
rejected skin taken from unaffected 
parts of her body and grafted onto 
burned areas. But he said he plans 
more such grafts if further healing 
occurs. 
Her father, Howard W. Thomrose, a 
Navy man assigned to the aircraft 
carrier America, has volunteered as a 
donor but the physician said he would 
prefer skin from a dead person for a 
number of reasons, including cost and 
the potential danger to a live person. 


Although it is entirely possible for 
anyone to take his own blood pressure 
it is the interpretation of the numbers 
that is meaningful to the doctor. 
The doctor evaluates changes of 
blood pressure in terms of activity and 
medication, and the health of the rest 
of the body. 
It is common for people to be ob­ 
sessive about the number readings. 
Conseqiently, they are easily en­ 
couraged to buy the blood pressure 
machines that are advertised these 
days. The anxiety level becomes high 
and actually very often reflects itself 
in higher blood pressure readings. 
Not only are there changes in blood 
pressure from hour to hour, but even 
after exercise or eating a heavy meal. 
And blood pressure may be different in 
each arm. 
When a physician finds a marked 
change in blood pressure he seeks the 
cause, varies the medication, alters 
the diet and programs the patient’s 
activities. 
When the patient finds his blood 
pressure elevated, all he does is to 
repeat the procedure at daily and even 
hourly intervals, with a groundless 
compulsiveness. 
Measuring one’s own blood pressure 
is not nearly as significant as carefully 
following the doctor’s advice. 


I have bags under my eyes. I ’m 
anxious to have them removed by 
plastic surgery. Can this be done 
without having the entire face lifted?

Dear Mrs. V.: 
There are a number of different 
operations successfully used to 
remove the “ bags” under the eyes. In 
some instances, the surgeon makes a 
small incision in the lower lid, and 
through it extracts an enlarged fat 
pad. In many instances, this is all that 
is required, and avoids more extenisve 
surgery. 
Yet the 
extent 
of

operation depends entirely on the 
judgment of the plastic surgeon. By 
past experience, the surgeon can 
anticipate, in a measure, how good the

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Seaweed 
Invades 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (A P) - A red 
seaweed coming in through the St. 
I^awrence Seaway is taking over from 
other algae in the lower Great Lakes, 
according to researchers. 
The 
seaweed, 
called 
Bangia 
atropurpúrea, 
appears 
to 
be 
remarkably hardy, growing best in 
spring and fall and surviving during 
much of the ice-free seasons. 
Invasion by the filamentous red alga 
was outlined today at the 20th Con­ 
ference on Great Lakes Research by 
Profs. C. Kewi Lin of the University of 
Michigan and John L. Blum of the 
University of Wisconsin. 
The three-day conference is spon­ 
sored by the International Association 
for Great I^kes Research. 
Bangia was first spotted on the 
Chicago waterfront of Lake Michigan 
in 1968, the researchers said. 
“ By 1974, it had grown so dense that 
its reddish color altered the ap­ 
pearance 
of 
the 
Milwaukee 
waterline,” they said. 
How did Bangia get into the lake? 
“ Its rapid invasion of Lake Michigan 
was probably facilitated by currents, 
aquatic animals and ship hulls that 
carried the plant,” said Lin, who said 
it seems to be taking over from 
existing species.

After two years of 
nearly steady increases in 
coffee prices, declines of about 


50 cents a pound occurred 
within one month. 
The reasons behind the price 
decline were a drop in con­ 
sumption in the United States, 
the world’s largest coffee 
consumer, and a release to the 
market of stocks held by 
roasters anticipating still 
higher prices. 
Colombia has required its 
exporters to hand over to the 


Colombian Central Bank $3.23 
for each pound exported. 
When market prices dropped 
below that level, exports 
ceased. 


The free market action was 
bringing down the price of the 
bean until the Colombian 
government’s 
manipulation 
interceded in the law of supply 
and demand.

NEW YORK (A P) - Perhaps the 
main accomplishment of the economic 
summit meeting was that it defined the 
mutual goals of seven industrial 
nations to fight for jobs, growth, trade 
and price stability. 
But that is only a small percentage 
of the job. Goals are far easier to agree 
upon than 
the 
implementation, 
especially when it is not fully un­ 
derstood how to implement. Even the 
problems themselves aren’t un­ 
derstood. 
Various domestic difficulties and 
concerns 
also 
prevent 
easy 
cooperation on meshing economic 
policies. Pride, fear, politics, varying 
economic cycles, pressure groups, 
unions contain the possibilities for 
dissention. 
Without any formal organizational 
structure, will any one nation be 
willing to sacrifice for the good of 
Another or for what is perceived as the 
general welfare? 
How can the United States, for 
example, promote world trade by 
being receptive to the exports of more 
troubled economies when it has a 
serious trade imbalance and an in­ 
cendiary inflation situation to contend 
with? 
In the United States we have huge 
steel companies complaining about 
unfair competition, unions seeking job 
protection from imported shoes, 
pressure groups urging people to stop 
drinking coffee. 
In New York, residents around 
Kennedy Airport complain that land­ 
ing rights for the French-Britich 
Concorde aircraft would make their 
homes uninhabitable, and that that 
consideration is more important to 
them than free trade. 
While the U.S economy appears to be 
expanding vigorously, which is in 
keeping with the goals of the summit 
conference, you have a Federal 
Reserve Board concerned with in­ 
flation and. as an antidote, thinking 
about slowing the expansi u. 
The task of creating jobs, promoting 
trade and insuring price stability is 
perhaps the most difficult domestic 
task for the leader of any industrial 
nation. The factors are not fully un­ 
derstood, 
let 
alone 
subject 
to 


manipulation. 
The summit leaders nevertheless 
seek some sort of balance between 
these 
poorly 
understood 
and 
sometimes conflicting ingredients, not 
only on a domestic level but on an 
international scale. And among 
nations not accustomed of late to 
making sacrifices for each other. 


That is only part of the task. There 
are many other challenges to the in­ 
dustrial nations, but just two of them 
serve to show the social, political and 
economic dimensions of the over-all 
goals. 
First, there is unemployment, 
especially among youth, and even in 
the strongest European economy, 
West Germany, and in Japan, neither 
which have until recently suffered 
from the malady. How can these 
unemployed be absorbed into the work 
force? And if they are not? 
Second, there is the imbalance 
between the relatively successful 
economies of West Germany, Japan 
and the United States, and such 
economies as those of Britain and 
Italy, wracked by simultaneous 
unemployment and inflation. 
How do they cooperate? Can the 
leaders of the successful economies 
deny themselves domestically to help 
the economies of countries they see as 
made up of low productivity, poorly 
managed workers? 


Can they do this and cooperate also 
with the less developed nations that 
feel they are falling farther behind? 
And yet, the call for the summit 
meeting was based in the belief that all 
the world’s trading nations would be 
hurt if each failed to work to help the 
other. 
It is unlikely that the summit nations 
will be able to weave a beautiful 
economic tapestry out of all these 
conflicts. Simply to identify the many 
strands and try to make some pattern 
out of them might be all that is 
possible. 
That is why it must be construed as 
an accomplishment in itself that the 
United States, West Germany, Japan, 
Canada, France, Italy and Britain 
managed even to define the longterm 
goals to which they aspire.

if it costs me a second term.” 
Industry is scared to death of this 
man. So is W all Street. The Soviet 
Union, which proposed to pressure 
Carter to see if he would bend, is 
outraged because the President is 
pressuring the Kremlin to see if it will 
bend. The President’s congressional 
leaders — Senator Robert Byrd and 
Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill — are 
trying to mend his political manners. 
He has made appointments without 
consulting the men who are expected 
to carry out his programs. Appointees 
must swear that they have no strains 
on their lives. Each must undergo a 
complete check by the F.B .I. They 
leave their fingerprints and mug shots 
in the Oval Office. 
We are beginning to get a portrait of 
a man whose infectious grin is wary 
and coldly polite. He is, most of all, a 
competitor and w ill settle for nothing 
less than the best record of any 
president since George Washington. 
Who, no matter what his politics, can 
root against a goal such as that? We 
know that America has fallen into 
moral decay. We know that the finest 
government in the greatest century is 
in disrepute. We know that, in­ 
dustrially, we have fallen on evil days. 
It is said that, in crisis, the United 
States always produces the right man 
on the right time. This is historically 
inaccurate. America is always in 
crisis. We have had executives who 
promise much; some who acted 
without promises; a few who thought 
no action was the best action. 
Watching Carter’s performance, one 
can believe that he is not of the 
Washington Establishment. He broke 
political fences. He tried to minimize 
the price he would have to pay to 
achieve harmony with the Congress. 
He should have known that we have 
become a nation of legal thieves. 
Nobody wants to pay a just tax. Labor 
is insatiable. Industry robs the people. 
The farmers beg for sustenance. The 
food brokers steal from both sides. The 
medical profession is bloated with 
riches. 
He too will make mistakes. Lots of 
them. Nominating Theodore Sorensen 
to be head of the C.I.A. is like placing 
Teddy Kennedy in charge of the 
College of Cardinals. Andrew Young 
was a first-class Congressman. He was 
made ambassador to the United 
Nations. 
American ambassadors execute the 
will of the State Department and the 
policy of the President. Mr. Young 
decided that he was plenipotentiary to 
Africa. He embarrasses the President 
every other week. 
Senator Rober Byrd, the new 
Majority Leader of the Senate, has a 
low boiling point. Since January 20th 
he has been trying to get a message 
through to Carter that he should be 
consulted before the President makes 
any moves or appointments. 
Carter’s White House liaison with 
the Congress is in the hands of 
neophytes. They know not what they 
do. They know not what the boss does. 
Recently Byrd stepped on the 
President’s foot.

In Washington, the observers see the 
President as a genuine, dedicated, 
confident, overzealous man.

Donations 
For Girl 


NORFOLK, Va. (A P) - A doctor 
here is making an unusual plea for 
donations of skin, saying it is needed to 
“ buy time” for badly burned 6-year- 
old Kathy Thomrose. 
He is asking relatives of dead per­ 
sons to grant permission for skin to be 
taken from cadavers. 
Dr. Willcox Ruffin Jr. said Monday 
the skin grafts would not be permanent 
but would give the Virginia Beach girl 
time to fight infection and weight loss 
and to gain strength. 
Kathy was burned over more than 45 
per cent of her body March 24 when a 
butane cigarette lighter she was 
playing with ignited. 
The lighter had been left by a guest. 
No one in the Thomrose household 
smokes. 
Dr. Ruffin said Kathy’s body has 
rejected skin taken from unaffected 
parts of her body and grafted onto 
burned areas. But he said he plans 
more such grafts if further healing 
occurs. 
Her father, Howard W. Thomrose, a 
Navy man assigned to the aircraft 
carrier America, has volunteered as a 
donor but the physician said he would 
prefer skin from a dead person for a 
number of reasons, including cost and 
the potential danger to a live person. 


Although it is entirely possible for 
anyone to take his own blood pressure 
it is the interpretation of the numbers 
that is meaningful to the doctor. 
The doctor evaluates changes of 
blood pressure in terms of activity and 
medication, and the health of the rest 
of the body. 
It is common for people to be ob­ 
sessive about the number readings. 
Consequently, they are easily en­ 
couraged to buy Die blood pressure 
machines that are advertised these 
days. The anxiety level becomes high 
and actually very often reflects itself 
in higher blood pressure readings. 
Not only are there changes in blood 
pressure from hour to hour, but even 
after exercise or eating a heavy meal. 
And blood pressure may be different in 
each arm. 
When a physician finds a marked 
change in blood pressure he seeks the 
cause, varies the medication, alters 
the diet and programs the patient’s 
activities. 
When the patient finds his blood 
pressure elevated, all he does is to 
repeat the procedure at daily and even 
hourly intervals, with a groundless 
compulsiveness. 
Measuring one’s own blood pressure 
is not nearly as significant as carefully 
following the doctor’s advice. 


I have bags under my eyes. I ’m 
anxious to have them removed by 
plastic surgery. Can this be done 
without having the entire face lifted?

Dear Mrs. V.: 
There are a number of different 
operations successfully used to 
remove the “ bags” under the eyes. In 
some instances, the surgeon makes a 
small incision in the lower lid, and 
through it extracts an enlarged fat 
pad. In many instances, this is all that 
is required, and avoids more extenisve 
surgery.

operation depends entirely on the 
judgment of the plastic surgeon. By

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Seaweed 
Invades 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (A P) - A red 
seaweed coming in through the St. 
lawrence Seaway is taking over from 
other algae in the lower Great Lakes, 
according to researchers. 
The 
seaweed, 
called 
Bangia 
atropurpurea, 
appears 
to 
be 
remarkably hardy, growing best in 
spring and fall and surviving during 
much of the ice-free seasons. 
Invasion by the filamentous red alga 
was outlined today at the 20th Con­ 
ference on Great Lakes Research by 
Profs. C. Kewi Un of the University of 
Michigan and John L. Blum of the 
University of Wisconsin. 
The three-day conference is spon­ 
sored by the International Association 
for Great I*akes Research. 
Bangia was first spotted on the 
Chicago waterfront of Lake Michigan 
in 1968, the researchers said. 
“ By 1974, it had grown so dense that 
its reddish color altered the ap­ 
pearance 
of 
the 
Milwaukee 
waterline,” they said. 
How did Bangia get into the lake? 
“ Its rapid invasion of Lake Michigan 
was probably facilitated by currents, 
aquatic animals and ship hulls that 
carried the plant,” said Un, who said 
it seems to be taking over from 
existing species.

It was cool and 
shady and a favorite spot for the elder­ 
ly men of the community, most of them 
retired with time to spare. 
Not only that, conveniently located a 
few feet away was the town pump 
equipped with a shiny tin cup which 
always hung ready — yes, everyone 
used it at one time or another with no 
fear of contagion then, and besides 
who would on a really hot day, have 
resisted a refreshing drink of the 
sparkling, deliciously cool water which 
erupted after a few pumps of the 
handle? Just one thing always puzzled 
me — why did they always throw away 
the first few cups before they filled the 
cup to drink? I did it too, monkey see — 
monkey do, but never knew why! 
The tin cup, however, was hastily 
removed to the store when word 
spread that hoboes were getting off the 
freight train which stopped over fre­ 
quently in the center of town. (One nice 
thing though, our town, however small, 
boasted not one, but three town pumps, 
all in working order and with the same 
pure and crystal clear water.) 
I recall once during the depression 
years counting at least 102 ragged and 
bearded souls disembarking from a 
huffing, puffing, hissing freight train 
who would then scatter and stop at 
each door begging for something to 
eat; and Derby folks being the sort 
they were, seldom refused to feed a 
hungry man. 
Another favorite scene was a huge, 
red-hot pot-belly stove in the center of 
Bauhan’s general store, surrounded by 
four or five chairs, one a comfortable 
old rocker used by the grocer or his 
wife when business was slow. Here 
friends met for a chat, old gentlemen 
spent their time to avoid loneliness, 
and here too was heard the sad and the 
glad news of the town, weddings, fu­ 
nerals, births, and the warmth was so 
inviting. In the summer the reverse 
was true; a cooler place could not be 
found. 
Another favorite place for town 
youngsters to spend their time was in 
Mr. Edwards’ hardware store on the 
first floor of the I.O.O.F. Hall. He 
made several trips a week to Colum­ 
bus to buy merchandise and the chil­ 
dren begged for the privilege of 
helping sort the many odd and various 
purchases he brought back with him. 
Now and then he rewarded one of us 
with a shiny nickel. It looked like a sil­ 
ver dollar to us, for with it we could 
buy a bottle of soda pop; there was 
even a radio commercial that went: 
Pepsi-Cola hits the spot, 12 ounce 
bottle that’s a lot, twice as much for a 
nickel too — and so on. Or, if you chose, 
a giant ice cream cone from Dr. 
Deyo’s drugstore, the cool, quaint 
interior of which always smelled of 
peppermint, the aroma of sweet anise, 
and a faint, medicinal smell — a 
wonderful place! This building was 
eventually moved and is still in use as 
a home in Derby today. 
And then, there was Mrs. Edwards, 
bless her heart, a retired school 
teacher, who owned a cow and sold 
milk to residents. Twice a day she 
went to the edge of town to the pasture 
where the cow grazed, and milked her. 
Very often she would take one of the 
town children with her, and I remem­ 
ber eagerly opening the gate while she 
drove through and closing it, then 
repeating the whole procedure when 
she finished. Sometimes she too, would 
reward us but regardless, each child 
vied for the privilege of going with her 
on this trip. These are just a few of the

Auditor Releases 
Governm ent M onies 


State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson 
reported today the May distribution of 
$9,586,339.16 in Local 
Government 
Fund money to Ohio’s 88 counties and 
388 cities and villages levying local 
income taxes. 
Under the Local Government Fund 
formula the counties received ll-12ths 
of the amount, or $8,787,485.85 while 
the municipalities having their own 
income taxes shared the remaining 
$798,853.31. 
There are 388 municipalities levying 
local income taxes. However, the 
Auditor’s office is withholding monthly 
payments to two villages in favor of a 
lump sum payment to each at the end 
of the year. Withheld this month was 
$4.16 due the Village of Timberlake, 
Lake County, and $4.88 due the Village 
of Canal Winchester, Franklin County. 
The 
Local 
Government 
Fund 
distribution is made monthly from 3.5 
per cent of the previous month’s 
collections of the state income, sales 
and corporation taxes. The use of the 
percentage factor causes the amount 
available for distribution to local 
governmental units to fluctuate 
monthly, Ferguson said. 
In April, the month on which the May 
distribution was based, the state 
collected $83,572,473.21 from the sales 
tax, $81,729,791.96 from the income tax

Auditor Releases 
Government Monies 


State Auditor Thomas G. Ferguson 
reported today the May distribution of 
$9,586,339.16 in Local Government 
Fund money to Ohio’s 88 counties and 
388 cities and villages levying local 
income taxes. 
Under the Local Government Fund 
formula the counties received ll-12ths 
of the amount, or $8,787,485.85 while 
the municipalities having their own 
income taxes shared the remaining 
$798,853.31. 
There are 388 municipalities levying 
local income taxes. However, the 
Auditor’s office is withholding monthly 
payments to two villages in favor of a 
lump sum payment to each at the end 
of the year. Withheld this month was 
$4.16 due the Village of Timberlake, 
Lake County, and $4.88 due the Village 
of Canal Winchester, Franklin County. 
The Local Government Fund 
distribution is made monthly from 3.5 
per cent of the previous month’s 
collections of the state income, sales 
and corporation taxes. The use of the 
percentage factor causes the amount 
available for distribution to local 
governmental units to fluctuate 
monthly, Ferguson said. 
In April, the month on which the May 
distribution was based, the state 
collected $83,572,473.21 from the sales 
tax, $81,729,791.96 from the income tax

Sugar Subsidy Plan To Be Disclosed 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Some 
details of a federal sugar subsidy plan 
announced by President Carter last 
week to help financially pressed 
sugarbeet and sugarcane producers 
probably will be disclosed this week, 
according to sources in the Agriculture 
Department. 
The program involves some com­ 
plicated formulas on how to allocate 
the subsidies between farmers and 
processors. 
As outlined briefly by the White 
House on Wednesday, the program 
“would provide supplemental com­ 
pensation to growers of up to two cents 


a pound” for sugar when prices drop 
below the New York spot market 
prices of 13.5 cents a pound for raw 
sugar. 
But designing the program is much 
more involved than the White House 
description indicates. For one thing, no 
federal subsidies will go directly to 
farmers. Instead, the money will be 
paid to processors who then will pass 
along higher prices to producers. 
Also, even if the maximum of two 
cents a pound is paid by the govern­ 
ment, sugarbeet farmers probably will 
get no more than about 1.2 cents a 
pound, with the processor getting 0.8 


cents a pound, according to USDA 
technicians. 
This is because historically farmers 
contract at the start of a season with a 
processor for the sale of their sugar- 
beets. A final settlement is made based 
on the market price for sugar, the 
sugar content of the beets and other 
factors covered by the contract. 
Normally farmers get 60 to 62 per 
cent of what the sugar brings on the 
market and the processor gets 38 to 40 
per cent. 
The idea is to divide the federal 
subsidy along those same lines, 
meaning that both the processor and 


farmer will share in the payments. 


Another complicating factor in 
putting the program together is that 
there is a cap of two cents a pound in 
the subsidy, meaning that if the New 
York spot price of raw sugar drops 
below 11.5 cents, the guranteed 
amount will be less than the 13.5 cents 
set as a target.

LONDON (AP) — Secretary of State 
Cyrus R. Vance meets today with 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yigal Allon to 
tell him about President Carter’s 
recent talks with Arab leaders. 


“ We are briefing him on the latest 
developments, and he is briefing us on 
his concerns about what he has been 
reading in the papers," a U.S. official 
said. 
Vance, in London for the NATO 
meeting at which President Carter 
spoke Tuesday, reminded reporters he 
met with Allon during his trip to the 
Middle East in February, and Carter 
since then has talked with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat, Jordan’s King 
Hussein and President Hafez Assad of 
Syria. 
“ Therefore, I thought it was time for 
us to meet again, where I could review 
with him what has come out of the 
conversations with the Arab leaders 
and get the latest thinking of the 
Israelis on the Middle East question," 
Vance said. 
Israeli officials in Tel Aviv ex­ 
pressed uneasiness over remarks 
Carter made following his 3^-hour 
conversation with Assad Monday in 
Geneva. 
Carter told reporters that all the 
Middle Eastern leaders with whom he 
has conferred — including Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin — 
agreed to a general concept 
of 
peacekeeping forces in demilitarized 
zones along Israel’s borders. The 
president also said it was possible that 
a final peace agreement would contain 
provisions for Israeli defense or ob­ 
servation posts beyond the borders.

LONDON (AP) — Secretary of State 
Cyrus R. Vance meets today with 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yigal Alton to 
tell him about President Carter’s 
recent talks with Arab leaders. 
“We are briefing him on the latest 
developments, and he is briefing us on 
his concerns about what he has been 
reading in the papers,” a U.S. official 
said. 
Vance, in London for the NATO 
meeting at which President Carter 
spoke Tuesday, reminded reporters he 
met with Alton during his trip to the 
Middle East in February, and Carter 
since then has talked with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat, Jordan’s King 
Hussein and President Hafez Assad of 
Syria. 
“Therefore, I thought it was time for 
us to meet again, where I could review 
with him what has come out of the 
conversations with the Arab leaders 
and get the latest thinking of the 
Israelis on the Middle East question,” 
Vance said. 
Israeli officials in Tel Aviv ex­ 
pressed uneasiness over remarks 
Carter made following his 3^-hour 
conversation with Assad Monday in 
Geneva. 
Carter told reporters that all the 
Middle Eastern leaders with whom he 
has conferred — including Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin — 
agreed to a general concept of 
peacekeeping forces in demilitarized 
zones along Israel’s borders. The 
president also said it was possible that 
a final peace agreement would contain 
provisions for Israeli defense or ob­ 
servation posts beyond the borders.

twice after that, losing both, but 
leaving a legacy of 41 of the fiercest 
rounds ever fought by two men in the 
ring. It was not until Foreman knocked 
Frazier out again June 15, 1976 that 
this fierce, jutjawed gladiator bowed 
to discretion and returned to what 
always had been his No. 1 love, music. 
A frugal and astute businessman,

Bobick, the great white hope, became 
his most salable and most promising 
asset. Frazier became manager.

Have you vacuumed the 
upholstered furniture0 You may not 
have thought about it but the same 
amount of dust settles on upholstered 
furniture as on smooth top furniture 
even though you can’t always see it. 
Regular care helps upholstered fur­ 
niture wear longer, maintains its 
appearance better and provides 
greater comfort and enjoyment for 
family members. 
What regular care is needed for 
upholstered furniture? Remove dust 
weekly with the attachments of a 
vacuum cleaner to prevent soil from 
damaging fibers. An upholstery tool 
works well to vacuum dust from the 
body of the chair, the arm rests and 
both sides of loose cushions. A crevice 
tool is helpful in cleaning seam s and 
crevices. If you do not have a vacuum 
cleaner with attachments you can dust 
the furniture with a whisk broom or 
coarse cloth. If the cushions are down- 
filled, they should be brushed or cloth- 
dusted rather than vacuumed unless 
they are lined with down-proof ticking. 
R everse cushions when replacing 
them when possible. Avoid direct 
sunlight locations for furniture to 
prevent fading. 
What cleaning methods can be used 
for upholstery? Since 19 70 several 
upholstery fabric manufacturers have 
voluntarily used a letter code denoting 
the cleaning method that can be used 
safely. It may be found on the tag 
under the seat cushion — or the fur­ 
niture salesman should be able to give 
you this information from fabric 
swatches.

Make a thick, dry suds of mild soap 
or synthetic detergent and warm < not 
hot) soft water Make suds thick so 
that the container seems to be full of 
suds Dip a clean soft brush, sponge or 
piece of turkish toweling into suds and 
rub the fabric in one direction. Dip 
another clean cloth in warm soft 
water, wring it as dry as possible and 
wipe the washed surface.

You may not 
have thought about it but the same 
amount of dust settles on upholstered 
furniture as on smooth top furniture 
even though you can’t always see it. 
Regular care helps upholstered fur­ 
niture wear longer, maintains its 
appearance better and provides 
greater comfort and enjoyment for 
family members. 
What regular care is needed for 
upholstered furniture? Remove dust 
weekly with the attachments of a 
vacuum cleaner to prevent soil from 
damaging fibers. An upholstery tool 
works well to vacuum dust from the 
body of the chair, the armrests and 
both sides of loose cushions. A crevice 
tool is helpful in cleaning seams and 
crevices. If you do not have a vacuum 
cleaner with attachments you can dust 
the furniture with a whisk broom or 
coarse cloth. If the cushions are down- 
filled, they should be brushed or cloth- 
dusted rather than vacuumed unless 
they are lined with down-proof ticking. 
Reverse cushions when replacing 
them when possible. Avoid direct 
sunlight locations for furniture to 
prevent fading. 
What cleaning methods can be used 
for upholstery?

when the book's four-part, 
made-in-England 
dramati­ 
zation starts tonight. 
It’s good viewing, though I 
must say that the dialogue in 
the version I saw occasionally 
was hard to follow. It seemed 
either the audio track had 
flaws or the actors were 
lapsing into High Welsh. 
But take a look, anyway, at 
“ Hard Times,” which opens 
with the arrival of a circus in 
Coketown, followed by a look 
at Sissy Jupe 
(M ichelle 
Dibnah), a circus waif whose 
father abandoned her. 
She’s been left in the school 
run by Gradgrind (Patrick 
Allen), a humane but stem 
educator who discourages the 
uses of imagination and 
encourages the acquisition 
and regurgitation of “ facts.” 
“ Facts alone are wanted in 
life," he tells his 
young 
charges. “ Plant nothing else, 
and root out everything else.” 


In time, we meet his teen- 
aged offsprings, Louisa and 
Tom (Jacqueline Tong and 
R ichard Wren), and his close 
friend, Bounderby, an in- 
dustrialist-banker 
who 
started dirt-poor and came 
out filthy rich. 
He’s superbly played by 
Timothy West, who fully 
captures Dickens’ description 
of Bounderby as “ a man who 
could never sufficiently vaunt 
himself a self-made man ... a 
man who was the bully of 
humility.” 
Keep an eye out, also, for 
the fine portrayal by Harry 
Markham of Mr. Sleary, the 
hoarse-voiced, 
brandy-tip­ 
pling circus man to whom 
Gradgrind and Bounderby 
come to ask about the 
homeless Jupe girl. 
Speaking in defense of his 
gaudy trade to the educator, 
who totally disapproves of 
frivolity, he reminds him: 
“ People must be amused, 
Squire. They can’t always be 
workin’ or leamin’. 
“ Make the best of 
us, 
Squire, not the worse.” 
This 
“ Hard 
Tim es” 
chapter, which also includes 
a 
subplot about 
a 
hard­ 
working mill hand burdened 
by a drunken hag of a wife, 
will be a difficult show for 
veterans unfamiliar with the 
book. 
Lesser characters, when 
they first appear, aren’t 
clearly defined in this Granda 
Television effort. You may 
mutter, “ Now, who’s that?” 
However, in addition to 
superbly 
recreating 
the 
book’s Victorian setting, 
director John Irvin displays 
an unerring eye for detail as 
he recaptures the character 
descriptions set down by 
Dickens. 
“ Hard Times” is an hour of 
good times 
for viewers 
seeking far more sustenance 
than that offered by a net­ 
work rerun.

made-in-England

It’s good viewing, though I 
must say that the dialogue in 
the version I saw occasionally 
was hard to follow. It seemed 
either the audio track had 
flaws or the actors were 
lapsing into High Welsh. 
But take a look, anyway, at 
“Hard Times,” which opens 
with the arrival of a circus in 
Coketown, followed by a look 
at Sissy Jupe (Michelle 
Dibnah), a circus waif whose 
father abandoned her. 
She’s been left in the school 
run by Gradgrind (Patrick 
Allen), a humane but stem 
educator who discourages the 
uses of imagination and 
encourages the acquisition 
and regurgitation of “facts.” 
“Facts alone are wanted in 
life,” he tells his young 
charges. “Plant nothing else, 
and root out everything,elae.” 


In time, we meet his teen­ 
aged offsprings, Louisa and 
Tom (Jacqueline Tong and 
Richard Wren), and his close 
friend, Bounderby, an in- 
dustrialist-banker 
who 
started dirt-poor and came 
out filthy rich. 
He’s superbly played by 
Timothy West, who fully 
captures Dickens’ description 
of Bounderby as “a man who 
could never sufficiently vaunt 
himself a self-made man ... a 
man who was the bully of 
humility.” 
Keep an eye out, also, for 
the fine portrayal by Harry 
Markham of Mr. Sleary, the 
hoarse-voiced, 
brandy-tip­ 
pling circus man to whom 
Gradgrind and Bounderby 
come to ask about the 
homeless Jupe girl. 
Speaking in defense of his 
gaudy trade to the educator, 
who totally disapproves of 
frivolity, he reminds him: 
“People must be amused, 
Squire. They can’t always be 
workin’ or leamin’. 
“Make the best of us, 
Squire, not the worse.” 
This 
“Hard 
Times” 
chapter, which also includes 
a subplot about a hard­ 
working mill hand burdened 
by a drunken hag of a wife, 
will be a difficult show for 
veterans unfamiliar with the 
book. 
Lesser characters, when 
they first appear, aren’t 
clearly defined in this Grands 
Television effort. You may 
mutter, “Now, who’s that?” 
However, in addition to 
superbly 
recreating 
the 
book’s Victorian setting, 
director John Irvin displays 
an unerring eye for detail as 
he recaptures the character 
descriptions set down by 
Dickens. 
“Hard Times” is an hour of 
good times for viewers 
seeking far more sustenance 
than that offered by a net­ 
work rerun.
